A ustria, Italy an d France— 
could invade lier soil, as G erm any w as 
reported to have done In the early 
stages of the great E uropean w ar, and 
overw helm her by sheer force of num ­ 
bers, if the Swiss showed resentm ent 
of the violation of their territory. 
On the other hand, the m utual rivalry 
of t h e pow ers has been S w itzerland’s 
strongest g u aran tee of independence in 
the p a s t 
None of the w arlik e neigh 
bors could afford to sci* tin* buffer state 
iii the hands of one of its rivals, and 
therefore the integrity of Sw itzerland 
has been insured by international guar 
antees. 
Tile rupture of these by tin 
exigencies of w ar m eant the raisin:.

her neighbors

T heir arm y, of over 200.000 
men, com prises some* of th e world’s 
finest riflemen, soldiers whose bee, 
eyes have been developed by exorcist 
in the far distances of the m ountain^ 
and lakes Tbesi* men have won ma. ■ 


more cheerfulness and m ore intelli­ 
gence th an any citizen in Europe.” 
T he Sw iss did not im itate th eir m i­ 
litia from some other country. 
They 
invented it for them selves. 
T he whole 
heart of the country is put into i t 
Many of its superior officers m ay be 
innkeepers in Lucerne, G eneva or else­ 
where. but the problem s of w ar are 
the occupation of their leisure. 
Rifle 
shooting is the hobby and pastim e of 
the entire youth of the country—it is 
w hat baseball or football is to us—and 
when a riflem an has served his tim e 
in th e arm y he receives his rifle as a 
present from the state, is proud of i t 
and takes as much care of it as a 
sportsm an takes care of his gun. 
Not long ago the Swiss w ere asked 
by m ean s of a poll of the people w heth­ 
er they w ere willing to accept a bill 
which laid on them a longer period of 
service and th e burden of more m ili­ 
tary expenditure. 
By a g reat m ajority 
they answ ered “ Yes.” 
On her French and G erm an frontiers 
Sw itzerland has seen tile gradual con­ 
centration of large forces of soldiers. 
D irectly across her frontier are strong 
forts, especially Belfort, in France. 
Since the beginning of the trouble 
the Swiss federal authorities have be­ 
gun to take precautions. 
Papers have 
published an article statin g th a t in 
“tile event of w ar” the Swiss in E u­ 
rope m ust return to the arm y at once, 
while in the second zone of coun 
tries, including America and other con­ 
tinents w here tin* Swiss are liable to 
m ilitary service, they m ust hold them 
selves in readiness to return. 
T here is no occasion for mobilization 
In Sw itzerland because 100,000 men 
can be a t their posts in tw enty-four 
hours, 250,000 men in forty-eight hours 
and 500,000 w ithin a week.

the training and can send th e arm y 
into any canton to suppress disorder. 
It escapes being classed as a standing 
arm y because the periods of active 
service are short. 
It is also tru e th a t the cost of the 
Sw iss arm y is absurdly sm all, consider­ 
ing its size and efficiency.

One of the suspects being held at 
Texline has just finished a two-year 
sentence in the penitentiary, 
Brownlee and his brother-in-law. 
John Garvey, came home at midnight 
Wednesday 
from a hunting 
trip. 
Brownlee went to his bedroom and 
picked up his baby and began to fon­ 
dle it. 
He heard a glass window 
smash at the hardware store across 
the street and suspected burglars. 
He got young Garvey and both took 
guns and went down stairs into the 
street. 
They stood in front of their 
house and watched the hardware store 
across the street. 
In a few minutes 
they saw two men emerge from the 
shadow at the side of the 
store. 
Brownlee called for them to halt. 
The men walked on and again Brown­ 
lee shouted an inquiry at them 
Then 
Brownlee raised his gun to hi> shoul­ 
der. 
He was standing in fropt of a 
window, and the electric light from 
the inside shone through and made 
him a good target. 
One of the burg­ 
lars wheeled around and fired, the 
bullet striking Brownlee in the right 
thigh. 
Brownlee returned the tire. Garvey 
dodged around to the shelter of the 
house and began firing. 
The burg­ 
lars fired two or three shots back and 
then jumped on their horses and were 
lost in the dust and darkness as they 
stied away. 
Brownlee walked into the 
house 
..and sat down. 
He said he was shot, 
but he did not seem to be in pain. 
A Texline physician made an exami­ 
nation and said that while the bullet 
had passed through the abdomen be 
did not think the wound serious.

ELGIUM and Luxem burg are 
tw o localities of strategic im ­ 
portance in the present E uro­ 
pean disturbances. Both border 
on countries im m ediately concerned 
and are pledged to be neutral, but G er­ 
m any invaded Luxem burg a t the out­ 
set of hostilities, and the kaiser’s offi­ 
cials of state notified Belgium th a t she 
could expect like treatm ent. 
It w as this m ilitant announcem ent 
th a t caused G reat B ritain to plan to 
plunge into tin* w a r and to ask parlia­ 
m ent for a w ar fund of $525,000,000. 
Belgium has been a storm center in 
m any E uropean w ars, in few of w hich 
she w as an active factor. 
lie r plains 
and valleys have been chosen against 
lier will 
by 
E uropean generals as 
grounds on w hich to decide th eir qu ar­ 
rels by force of arm s. 
The whole 
w orld knows it was in Belgium, at 
W aterloo, th a t Napoleon and W elling­ 
ton clashed in th eir m om entous death 
grapple, resulting in the shattering of 
the C orsican’s dream . 


Facts About Belgium. 
Belgium, ii kingdom, has a total area 
of 11,373 square m iles and a population 
(at the census of 19X0) of 7,510,730. 
T here are nine provinces—A ntw erp, 
Bra bant, F landers (E. and XV.), Liege, 
Ilain au t, 
Tain burg, 
Luxem burg 
and 
Nam ur. 
B russels (w ith suburbs, 655,- 
890 inhabitants) is the capital. 
O ther tow ns w ith over 100,000 in­ 
habitants are A ntw erp, the chief port 
(320,640, exclusive of suburbs); G hent 
(165,14®) and Liege (174,768). 
Its great harbor and com m ercial en­ 
trepot is A ntw erp, a strongly fortified 
city on the Scheldt. 
The other h a r­ 
bors are Ostend, Nieuport, Blanken- 
berg and 7eebrugge. 
French and Flem ish are the joint 
official languages, but while F rench is 
the language of the 
upper classer; 
Flem ish is spoktm by the m ajority, 
preponderating in Flanders, Lim burg 
and B rabant, including A ntw erp. N ear­ 
ly all the Inhabitants are a t least nomi­ 
nally Rom an Catholics. 


Belgian Government. 
The 
Belgian constitution 
or 
ISSI 
jointly vests the legislative pow er in 
the king, the senate and the cham ber 
of representatives. 
T he HO senators 
(w ith the exception of tw enty-seven 
elected by the provincial councils) and 
Iii:; representatives are elected by the 
people, the form er for e ig h t the latter 
for four years. Universal male suffrage, 
with plural voting up to three votes 
by property and educational qualifica­ 
tions, w as introduced by tile electoral 
law of 1894, proportional representa­ 
tion being secured by an act of 1900. 
T he united constituencies num bered 
1,697,619 voters, with 2,710,851 votes

Belgium has a frontier of 831 miles

, (eighty miles), w ith a seaboard of forty- 
two miles. 
Tile M euse and its tributary, the 
Sam bro, divide it into tw o distinct 
regions, th a t in th e w e s t-being gen 
era I Iv level and fertile, w hile th e table­ 
land of tlx* Ardennes, in the east, has 
for the m ost p art a poor soil. 
T h e “polders” nbar the coast, wffxcn 
are protected by dikes against floods, 
cover an area of 193 square miles. The 
highest hill, B araque Michel, rises to 
;i height of 2,230 feet, but the m ean 
elevation of the w hole country does 
not exceed 536 feet. 
T he principal rivers are the Scheldt 
(Iisea ut) and the M ans (Meuse). 
B rus­ 
sels has ii m ean tem perature of 50 
degrees F. (sum m er, 63 degrees; w in­ 
ter, 37 degrees). 
A ntw erp is th e principal fortress, 
and Liege and N am ur are also forti­ 
fied, form ing "totes-de-pont’’ on the 
lim* of tho Meuse, which w as planned 
as a defense against the violation of 
neutrality by either France or G er­ 
m any. 
Belgium has no navy. 
The arm y num bers 250,000 m en and 
was ordered mobilized by Albert, king 
of tile Belgians, when G erm any invad­ 
ed Belgium.
